Social Science And A 
Better World; Prof. Macy 

The business of living is large- 
ly a matter of adjustment to 
envaronmenjt — ithe physical and 
social environment. The pure and 
applied physical sciences, and the 
resultant techniques in industry 
and commerce, have advanced so 
far today that adjustment to the 
physical environment takes much 
less of our time and energy and 
is vastly more successful than in 
the earlier stages of the race. 

But the problem of getting 
along witft each other seems to 
be still as big as ever. Men in 
times past had to get along with 
each other and work together In 
order to cope with a hard physi- 
cal world and force a livelihood 
therefrom. Now the major prob- 
lem is social adjustment. The im- 
proved physical techniques even 
become at times a (hindrance to 
social adjustment as they are 
turned apainst men Instead of 
getting nature for the sake of 
man, and as they encourage ' 
greed and power which make 
tools of other men. 

If the social sciences have been 
slower to develope than the phy- 
sical sciences, they are rapidly 
coming into their own, so that 
even now we know how social ad- 
justments can be made and mal- 
adjustments remedied. We know 
mucin about domestic relations, 
race relations and international 
relations, and how good they 
may be. But we are slow to take 
up with these social techniques. 
A better engine comes rapidly in- 
to use, but we have more di- 
vorces, greater race hatreds, and 
worse wars. 

Something beside social know- 
ledge about how to get along with 
other folks is evidently needed. 
What is needed is a moral moti- 
vation for putting into practice 
this advanced social knowledge.

President Gulley arrived home 
from a four thousand mile trip 
on Monday, Feb. 15, and the next 
he gave an interesting account 
of his trip in chapel. Represen- 
tatives from all the other Friends 
colleges but one were represt- 
ed at the gathering in Chicago 
in the interest of the govern- 
ment program for the training 
lojf reconstruction workers. Mr. 
Gulley annnounced that as a re- 
sult of his trip Pacific college 
was given its place on the map 
and is to be officially designated 
by the government, with other 
colleges, as a center for 'the train- 
ing of reconstruction workers. 

Reconstruction is not simply 
a thing to be looked forward to 
after the war, but is going on 
now. Four reconstruction work- 
ers are now in Africa distribut- 
ing several thousand tons of 
food. Others are located in var- 
ious other countries and more 
should be sent as needy coun- 
tries can be opened to them. The 
reconstruction problem following 
this war is going to be five to 
ten times as great as it was fol- 
lowing the last war. 

Mr. Gulley said that any one 
contemplating traveling for pleas- 
ure these days should stay at 
home. Traveling conditions are 
not conductive to pleasure seek- 
ing. Mr. Gulley expressed his 
pleasure in getting back to the 
green trees and free adventurous 
spirit of Oregon.,

Civil Service Offers 
Wide Field to Students 

College graduates, especially 
women, are being sought for war- 
time jobs with the Federal gov- 
ernment. Through the new Junior 
Professional assistant examination, 
announced today by the United 
States Civil Service commission, 
graduates from recognized colleg- 
es with major study in any field 
may be eligible tor employment. 

An unprecedented step for Jun- 
ior Professional Assistant examin- 
ations, no time limit is set on re- 
ceipt of applications by the Com- 
mission, and examinations will be 
held periodically when a suffic- 
ient number of applications have 
been filed. College seniors may 
apply when they are a semester or 
two quarters from expected grad- 
uation. Since seniors who pass the 
test may receive provisional ap- 
pointments before they graduate, 
students are urged to apply early, 
in order to be considered for va- 
cancies that occur. 

An added incentive is the in- 
crease in salaries. With a standard 
Federal worlc week of 48 hours 
(which includes 8 hours of over- 
time), the present rate of com- 
pensation for overtime increases 
silaries for those positions about 
21 per cent. 

No options are specified, al- 
though applicants are particularly 
desired with trair'ng in public ad- 
ministration, business administra- 
tion, economics, economic geogra- 
phy, library science, historry, pub- 
lic welfare, statistics, mathematics 
agriculture. Eligibles in these 
fields will be appointed to posi- 
tions paying J1.800 to 52,000 a 
year plus overtime, mostly tine lat- 
ter. 

Those with majors in English, 
modern languages, music educa- 
tion, etc., are in limited demand, 
but will bo considered for clerical 
"positions paying 81,620 and 51,800 
a year plus overtime. 

For positions in chemistry, en- 
gineering, geology, metallurgy, 
meteorology, physics and soil con- 
servation, persons with appropria- 
te study should apply under the 
announcements for junior grade 
positions in those fields (51!, 000 a 
year plus overtime). No written 
test is required for these last- 
named positions. 

There are no age limits. Ap- 
pointments will be for the dur- 
ation of the war and for no more 
than six months beyond the end 
of the war. 

Consult Pros. Gulley for full in- 
formation. Announcements and 
application forms may also be ob- 
tained at first and s°cond-class 
poftoffices, at- regional offices in 
regional (headquarters' cities, and 
from the Commission's Washing- 
ton office. It is important that a 
list of all college courses com- 
pleted or to be completed be filed 
with the application form. Appli- 
cations should be mailed to the U. 
S. Civil Service Commission, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

entifc aid in the Federal Govern- 
ment. They are needed to do re- 
eearch and testing in the follow- 
ing fields: chemistry, geologv, 
geophyscis, mathematics, metal- 
lurgy, meteorology, physios, end 
radio. The positions pay J1.620 to 
$2,600, plus overtime. 

Applicants may qualify through 
experience or education. For the 
assistant grade, applications will 
be accepted from persons who have 
completed 1 year of paid exper- 
ience or a war training course ap- 
proved by the U. S. office ot ed- 
ucation. One year of college study, 
Including 1 course in the option 
applied for, is also qualifying. Per- 
sons now enrolled in war train- 
ing or college courses may apply, 
subject to completion of the 
course. For the higher grades suc- 
cessively greater amounts of ed- 
ucation or experience are required. 

The majority of positions are in 
Washington, D. C, but some will 
be filled in other parts of the 
United States. There are no age 
limits, and no written test Is re- 
quired. Applications and complete 
information may be obtained from 
first and second class post offices, 
from civil service regional offices, 
and from the commission In Wash- 
ington, I>. C. Applications will be 
accepted at the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission, Washington, X). C, 
until the needs at the service have 
been met. 

Trainee positions in technical 
and scientific work win be rilled 
in Washington, D. C. and vicinity. 
The salary is S1.440 a year plus 
overtime, and the only educational 
rpmiirement is that the applicant 
must have completed one high 
school credit of physics, chemis- 
try, mathematics, biology, or gen- 
eral science. Tihere are no options.
